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The establishment of Fort Atkinson at Council 
Bluffs’ in 1819 was the unplanned termination of 
more ambitious projects. John C. Calhoun was ap- 
pointed Secretary of War in October, 1817, and as- 
sumed charge on December 8.* He immediately began 
preparations for the extension of the military fron- 
tier in the Northwest, and planned two expeditions, 
one up the Mississippi and the other up the Mis- 
souri. They were phases of a general movement 
which had for its objects the control of the Indians, 
the repelling of British influence and trade, and the 
extension and protection of the American fur trade. 
The unity of the two expeditions rested upon the 
supposed feasibility of cooperation between the upper 
Missouri and Mississippi. The post at the mouth of 
the Minnesota was so placed because of its ‘‘prox- 
imity’’ to Selkirk’s colony on Red River. A post at 
the head of navigation on the Minnesota was to be 
erected to facilitate communication with the intended 
fort at the Mandan villages.*

The overland expedition of Captain Magee in 1820 dispelled the 
notion of the feasibility of co-operation between posts so widely 
separated, and so each developed in its own way. Stephen Watts 
Kearny accompanied the expedition which went from Council Bluffs 
to the mouth of the Minnesota. His journal is published in the 
Mo. Hist. Soc., Colls., ITI, 8-29, 99-181. 
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The Missouri Expedition* was the first military 
movement up the Missouri on a large scale. It awak- 
ened widespread enthusiasm and was greeted with 
unanimous approval by the West. One writer said 
that it would add to the security of the West; keep 
the Indians in check; tend to destroy British influ- 
ence over the Indians; throw additional light on the 
geography of the region; encourage Western settle- 
ments; protect and encourage the fur trade; and 
help to open communications with the Pacific. These 
were ‘‘a few’’ of the benefits which would result 
from the expedition.’ Another writer said, ‘‘It is a 
large step toward actual possession of the whole 
American Territory.’’® Many others prophesied in 
like strain.’ 


The advance contingent of the Missouri Expedi- 
tion, consisting of about three hundred and fifty men 
under Colonel Talbot Chambers, left Belle Fontaine 
on August 30, 1818, and wintered at Cow Island, a 
few miles above the site of Leavenworth, in the pres- 
ent state of Kansas.* During the winter preparations 
were made for the advance of the main expedition 
under Colonel Henry Atkinson. James Johnson of

expedition: one for transporting clothing, ordnance, 
and medical stores, one for furnishing supplies, and 
the third for supplying transportation for the sup- 
ples and troops. ‘he third contract called for the 
use of steamboats.® The use of steamboats on the 
Missouri was a venture, and Calhoun was severely 
criticized for risking the success of the expedition 
on an untried method of transportation. It is certain, 
however, that he had the advice and approval of 
General Atkinson, Monroe, and Quartermaster Gen- 
eral Thomas 8. Jesup. Monroe’s approval amounted 
to interference, for he ordered the advance of larger 
sums to Johnson than Calhoun had contemplated.” 
The troops were assembled from Plattsburg, Phila- 
delphia, and Prairie du Chien and waited at Belle 
Fontaine. Johnson’s steamboats bringing the sup- 
plies arrived at Belle Fontaine many weeks late and 
were delayed several more weeks by the inspecting 
and reloading of supplies, by Johnson’s legal battles 
with St. Louis officials, and because of the necessity 
of repairing the machinery." On June 14, Colonel 
Chambers with two hundred and sixty men in five 
keel boats set out in advance of the steamboats; the 
main expedition finally left on July 4 and 5. The 
expedition advanced slowly, for the steamboats blew 
out pistons, sprang leaks, ran onto sandbars, and hit 
snags. Troops and supplies were transferred to keel 
boats when the steamboats failed. Eventually the 
first contingent reached Council Bluffs on September

The new post, known for a short time as Camp 
Missouri, was located about five miles above Fort 
Lisa and on the site of the present town of Fort 
Calhoun, Washington County, Nebraska. The total 
number of troops arriving there within the first sea- 
son was 1120.° Large quarters were erected around 
a central court five hundred and twenty feet square. 
Barrack rooms were twenty by twenty, and within 
less than a month many of them were ready for 
roots. Atkinson ordered a road to be cut from Coun- 
cil Bluffs to Chariton, a town on the north side of 
the Missouri several miles above Franklin.* The 
location in low bottom lands was unfortunate; the 
quarters were uncomfortable; wood was scarce; and 
the diet was none too varied. As a result of these 
facts the garrison suffered severely from the scurvy 
during the winter and spring of 1819-1820. Half of 
the soldiers were sick and nearly one hundred died.*® 
The camp was moved to higher ground in the spring, 
and only one death occurred from April 15 to Octo- 
ber 1, 1820. New barracks covered with shingles and 
furnished with good brick chimneys were erected. 
Immense crops of corn, turnips, and potatoes, and 
large herds of cattle and hogs were raised.** A saw 
mill was built to enable the troops to erect more and

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better buildings.” On October 1, 1821, Colonel Henry 
Leavenworth was transferred to the Sixth Regiment 
at Camp Missouri, replacing Atkinson who was pro- 
moted to the command of the western wing of the 
Western Department.** Health conditions improved, 
only twenty deaths occurring between October 1, 
1822, and September 30, 1825, not unusually large 
considering the number of troops.” 


Fort Atkinson, as the new fort was called after 
1821,” was the center of an active western develop- 
ment. An Indian agent resided at the post, and fre- 
quent councils were held with the tribes who were 
impressed by the parading of soldiers, the firing of 
cannon, and the wonders of a moving steamboat. Fur 
traders, passing down the river, stopped and related 
their stories of Indian fights and newly discovered 
routes and returned from St. Louis, the Rome of the 
western world, with the latest gossip and newspapers. 
Frequent movements of troops relieved the monotony 
of camp life, and the lucky soldier was sometimes 
able to make a trip to St. Louis. Steamboats came 
at rare intervals and keel boats more frequently. 
Loneliness may have been felt at times but guard 
duty, unloading and loading of boats, drills, construc- 
tion of houses, running the saw mill, caring for the 
live stock, working the gardens, and farming the ex- 
tensive fields must have reduced such moments to the 
minimum. Dancing, horse races, whist, fighting, and 
drinking were frequent aspects of the social life,

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and the presence of a few women tended to lend 
graciousness to some social functions. 

One of the most important men at a frontier post 
was the sutler. A cruel or exacting commander could 
be tolerated; hard service was accepted as an inevit- 
able part of life; but an unaccommodating or inef- 
ficient sutler was a real calamity. The sutler was the 
man who supplied the soldiers with the articles and 
luxuries which were not furnished by the govern- 
ment. His service was of tremendous importance in 
rendering the soldier contented and comfortable. The 
sutler was to the camp what the general merchant 
is to an isolated community. His stock consisted of 
clothing, articles of food, tobacco, whisky, and the 
odds and ends that no government or quartermaster 
or commissary could think of providing. 

The importance of the sutler was so well recog- 
nized that his status was fully and explicitly deter- 
mined by law and general regulations. He was a 
civilian undertaking to sell goods for private gain, 
but under conditions strictly regulated by military 
laws and regulations. Only one sutler was allowed 
at a post, and he was given the rank of a cadet with 
no duties attached. He was appointed by the Secre- 
tary of War and could be discharged at any time. 
Whenever it was possible the sutler was to be fur- 
nished with quarters at government expense. In 
return for the monopoly of selling goods at the post 
the sutler paid ten or fifteen cents a month for each 
soldier and officer. This sum constituted a post fund 
which had a variety of purposes. It was used for the 
benefit of widows and orphans of soldiers, for sick 
or disabled officers who received no pensions, for the 
maintenance of a school for the children of soldiers 
at the post, for books and newspapers, for a post 
band, or for any worthy general purpose. The sut- 
ler’s establishment was under the supervision of a 
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Council of Administration, consisting of the three 
officers next in rank to the post commandant and a 
fourth as secretary. ‘he Council listed the goods 
which the sutler was required to keep on hand, set 
prices, and determined weights and measure. Nat- 
urally the problem of setting prices was most diffi- 
cult, and no general rule could apply to all posts or 
even to all shipments at the same forts. Prices were 
to be the same to all and no difference was to be 
made between cash and credit. No soldier’s account 
in any month was to exceed one-half his pay without 
the written sanction of his company commander. No 
hquor was to be sold without similar approval. The 
sutler was allowed to sit at the pay table and deduct 
the amount of his charges against the soldiers from 
their pay.”* Great distances and poor transporta- 
tion often rendered the sutler’s position a risky one 
financially, and his stock had to be appealing and 
saleable. He needed to be diplomatic in refusing 
credit and in collecting his accounts. The rigid ideas 
of the Council sometimes ran counter to his profits, 
and adjustments had to be made. 

The first sutler at Council Bluffs was John O’Fal- 
lon who had been a captain in the army. He settled 
at St. Louis and began a remarkably successful busi- 
ness career. He transported the supplies to Council 
Bluffs for Long’s expedition” and seems to have been 
financially successful. Just how long O’Fallon held 
the place is uncertain, but the author of the journal 
which follows arrived at the post on November 8, 
1823, and began his service as sutler. 

James Kennerly was born at Fincastle, Botetourt 
County, Virginia, on August 5, 1792. In the fall of 
1813 he came to St. Louis, bringing a cargo of goods

from Kentucky. in partnership with John O’Fallon 
he opened a store and sold ‘‘Pickled pork, Beef, 
Flour, etc.’’’* Shortly after his arrival he became 
Transport or forwarding Agent for the factory sys- 
tem, receiving his appointment from his brother-in- 
law, William Clark. His duties were to receive goods 
from the office of the Superntendent of Indian Trade 
or from the producers and to forward them to the 
factories at Fort Osage, Fort Edwards, Prairie du 
Chien, and Spadra Bluffs, and to receive furs and 
other products from the factories and forward them 
to the Superintendent’s office. He held this position 
from 1813 to the abolition of the factory system in 
1822, and received a salary of $400 a year.** 

From his arrival at St. Louis until his departure 
for Council Bluffs in 1823, Kennerly engaged in busi- 
ness. I'or a brief period he and Alexander McNair 
were partners, but their relationship was severed by 
May, 1816, and in the latter part of that year he 
reopened the store, which was located in Clark’s brick 
house, in his own name. In the following year he and 
his brother, George Hancock Kennerly, formed a 
partnership which lasted until about 1822.” 

Kennerly was reasonably successful and prominent 
in St. Louis. On June 10, 1817, he married Elise 
Marie Saugrain, daughter of Dr. Antoine Francois 
Saugrain.”® Their children were Mary Larned, Wil-

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liam Clark,” and Harriet Clark.** In 1819 Kennerly 
was elected as one of the five trustees of St. Louis 
and one of the vestrymen of Christ Church. In the 
following year he became one of the directors of the 
Bank of Missouri. He was interested in the theatre, 
and handled tickets at his store.” 

His career from 1823 to 1826 is amply shown by 
the Journal, and there is official proof that his ser- 
vices as sutler were satisfactory. Inspector General 
George Croghan visited Fort Atkinson in October, 
1826, and observed: ‘‘Sutler—his supply is large 
invoiced at $20,000. His conduct such as to give sat- 
isfaction to the officer in command and to the garri- 
son generally. The Council of Administration in 
fixing its prices, differs from the mode pursued by 
other Boards, this allows a certain per cent upon the 
invoice, leaving it with the Sutler to distribute such 
per cent as he may think proper, other Boards, place 
fixed price upon each individual Article.’’ After the 
abandonment of Fort Atkinson in 1827, George and 
James Kennerly were appointed sutlers for Jefferson 
Barracks, and James lived there for ten years. 
George continued his activities for many years and 
became a contractor for army supplies for posts in 
Florida, Louisiana, Arkansas and Texas. James 
built a stone house at Cote Brilliante about 1837. 
The location was then about five miles northwest of 
St. Louis. He kept a journal of life on the farm from 
November 20, 1838, to August 15, 1840. He died on 
August 26, 1840.°°

The handwriting is legible, 
and very few uncertainties remain after one accustoms himself to 
the peculiarities of some letters. The brownish-black ink is clear 
and sharp after the lapse of more than a hundred years.

Kennerly evidently 
knew him well and from force of habit referred to him as captain. 
Wetmore engaged in the Santa Fé trade. His “Diary” appeared in 
Mo. Hist. Review, VIII, 177-197. 

45 Lucien Fontenelle was born in New Orleans about 1807. When 
fifteen years of age he ran away and went to St. Louis where he 
found employment with the St. Louis Missouri Fur Company. Fon- 
tenelle and Andrew Drips were partners in a fur trading post 
which was probably on the site of Fort Lisa. 

46 William Walton Morris of New York was graduated from West 
Point in 1815. He became first lieutenant August 11, 1823. He won 
honors in the Second Seminole and Civil Wars, and died in 1865. 

Mark W. Batman of Pennsylvania was graduated from West Pointv 
in 1819, and became second lieutenant in the Sixth Regiment, July 
1, 1823. 

47 Nicholas John Cruger of New York was graduated from West 
Point in 1815. He was transferred to the Sixth Regiment in 1820 
and became first lieutenant in 1823. He engaged in the Arikara_ 
War and was commended highly by Leavenworth.

7° The Arikara War of 1823 awakened a controversy that yet 
rages. Pilcher and the fur companies felt that Leavenworth did 
not punish the Arikara sufficiently; whereas Leavenworth charged 
Pilcher’s men, who had accompanied the punitive expedition, with 
setting the Indian villages on fire and with general blame for 
Indian hostility.

cooled down offered his pay acts for six months & 
received 44 the amt. other to go to his credit. 


6th. warm morning—my wagon hawling logs for 
Ice house—went to the Garrison & to Daughertys— 
Homes & Noll started hunting in compy with Gwinn. 


7. warm weather—Mr Daugherty & myself go to 
1st Regmt stayed all night with Maj Kearny politely 
entertained 


8. very warm & muddy stayed until after Dinner 
with Maj Kearny, went to Mr Cabannes, stayed all 
night played whist 


9th. stayed there till after Breakfast, then came 
home the day unusually warm & thawing consider- 
ably Al Saugrain intoxicated last night & very trou- 
blesome lying in the ware house al! day to day, Lt. 
Richardson called at store to settle acct of school— 
Library &¢ and to collect Tax up to 1 Jany 1826— 
went to Lt. Hutters room to receive $1000—loaned 
me by council of administration gave note at 6 pr 
Cent & recd Draft on Capt. Brantt. 


10. warm morning—sent Col Woolley his acct & 
his order on Sutler since last June—sent my wagon 
& cart after hollow trees to cover ice house—old 
McGlynn diging ice house—called in Garison a short 
time to day borrowed pig lead from Indn Dept. for 
Robidoux. 


11th. still warm—called on Colnl Invited him & 
Lady to spend to morrow evening—asked him for 
some of the plank off of the old Boat granted—had 
yard cleaned out—Doct Gale returned from hunt

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sent us saddle venison McGlin not working to day— 
Dined at Regt. Mess with Maj Ketchum—made off 
some accounts. 


Jan 12. very warm south wind—had a number 
Gentlemen & Ladies with me to a Dance at my house. 
Col & Lady attended Maj Kearny & Doc, Coleman— 
Lt. Hutter, Waters, Crosman, Palmer—Doct Nicoll 
did not attend tho invited—Lt. Nichols on Guard & 
could not attend we passed an agreeable evening— 
until 9 o’clock when I was taken with a severe head 
ache, which lasted all night, it rained about 11 oclock 
but continued warm. 


13th. Still warm morning, set my hands to Diging 
in ice house Sae Indians 12 or 15 here have Dance 


and all get Drunk An officer ordered on some secret _ 


_ expidition & to take Rogers the Interpreter with him 
—my old mare brought down. 


14th. very cold & extreme hard north wind with 
snow this morning one of the Sac Indians killed last 
night by another of the same tribe in council house. 


15th. very cold morning, coldest night this winter, 
a large dinner to day at 1 Regt at which I was & 
stayed all night some men arived from the Sioux, 
letters from Berthold, say the Buffalow very plenty. 


16. more moderate—Returned from 1 Regt. Liut 
Richardson started to day on Secret expedition up 
the river with 5 men. 


17th. moderate—wind south—not particularly en- 
gaged to day—set all hands hawling Dirt from ice 
house, made preparations to start small wagon to 
morrow to Culbersons boat. 


18th. cold—started small wagon to Boat—F Sau- 
grain & Kinder, they were delayed in starting on 
acct of mare not pull well—Chs Cabanne up to day— 
sent some wood to Mr Cabanne. 
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‘ 19th. cloudy with light snow—hands at Ice house, 
? Mr Cabane & son up to day on subject of an officer® 
being sent to the Poncas—I advised him to go to the 
com® officer for information I accompanied him & 
ascertained that the Expedition was on act Traders 
settling a few miles below the place fixed by Indian 
Agt. promised Mr Cabanne to write to Maj OFallon 
on the subject. 


20th. warm—Sent over river for plank of the old 
boat and logs to finish ice house—asked the colnl 
permission to shoot wolves on the ice—Chs Cabanne 
up to day, bot Wine & papers—went in Garison to 
night saw Lt. Nichols at Guard Room. 


21—pleasant day, several officers with us & Mr & 
Mrs D* to play Game of cards—paseed the day agree- 
ably. 


22nd. Sunday. turns cold, Capt Mason’”*’ & King 
up to day playing Billiards—getting much colder, my 
Ice house nearly done—no work doing to day. 


23rd. very cold to day, 18 degrees below Zero— 
working on Ice house covering it with Dirt & old 
planks. 


24—still very cold—Mr Cabanne & Lieut Anderson 
arive from St Louis & bring letters—Mr Cabanne is 
a brother of J. P. C. & they have never seen each 
other, he stayed all night with us, knows very little 
of St. Louis. 


25—still cold but a little moderate—Mr Cabane & 
Buche go down—at 12 oclock last night the Express 
and Lieut Clay arived from Liberty, recd papers &c. 


127 Richard Barnes Mason of Virginia became a second lieutenant 
in 1817 and captain in 1819. Two years later he was transferred to 
the First Regiment. 

The quarters of the First Regiment were not the same as those 
of the more stationary Sixth; so Kennerly notes the fact that offi- 
cers from the First came up to play billiards at his table. 
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26th. a little snow this morning—Al Saugrain has 
got 4 magpies, I had the hen coop fixed for them & 
put them in it—engaged in store to day—sent to Lt. 
Holmes for saws—could not get them—went to colnl. 
Woolley who says I can have the saws—Buche come 
up to day he will start to St Louis day after to mor- 
row, Ice house finished, I engaged Bosic & whaling 
of Co G to cut Ice & yesterday I engaged Johnson 
& Carter of Co I to cut wood 4 men started to the 
Sioux, by them sent some papers &e. to Berthold—_ 
sent 1 paper & almanac to Cheeney (Poncas). 


27—got 2 saws & set hands to geting Ice—called on 
colnl got permission to hire the above men, he re- 
fered me to the compy officers whose permission I 
got—engaged writing letters to St Louis, wrote to H. 
von Phul—Lt. Kennerly—Genl Clark my father &c. 
sent von Phule money—also Genl Clark to buy lot- 
tery tickets—F Saugrain returned to night with 
—|[illegible]—shot—& few boxes segars. 


28. This morning pleasant, occupied geting Ice, 
at two oclock comes on very cold—obliged to stop 
cuting. 


Sunday 29. cold—engaged in store until evening 
—visit Daugherty who is sick take supper there, Lt. 
Crossman arrested yesterday—got note from Mr Ca- 
banne, by F Saugrain who I sent down yesterday 
with letters for Buche to take to St Louis—Buche 
started this morning from Mr. Cabannes.’**
